hits the f'.oor it's sure to provoke 
an extended debate with the 
fox 


hunting clan who chase the 
little 


red animal merely for the 
sport 


lining up in support of the fox and 
the farmers and trappers arguing 
that he is a pest and should be de- 
stroyed.
